Challenges:  
• Teachers want to be able to connect and collaborate with others outside 

of their school but with many pressures on their time, it is difficult to 
connect and share.  

• Need to advance collaborative networks around data, best practices, 
and planning.  

 
Potential components of a collaboration hub:  
• Teacher Match – allowing educators to be “matched” based on their
